Forty Odd Degrees Below Freezing. 

The groundhog made no ^mistake 
and the addition - 1 six weeks of winter 
he foretold turned out to ba worse 
than even the bitter cold weather of 
(he earlier part of winter. 

The severest blizztrd for nine years 
swept over the whole cjuntrr. Thurs- 
day and bTmight with it the coldest 
weather eince 1880. By Friday 
morning the mercury was down to 10 
degrees below zaro in protected pla- 
ces and to 12 degrees or 15 degrees in 
the wind. Thursday night was by 
far the worst night of this exception- 
ally hard winter and Friday night 
was no warmer, although the north- 
west gales were less severe 

The cold spell was as stated above 
the worst for nine years. The lowest 
pouts reached this winter were 5 to 8 
be'ow Dec 28, and 2 to 5 below Jan. 
12. This time the most reliable tner 
mometers in places where the wind 
could not strike th»m indicated 10 to 
12 below. The K entlckian's ther- 
mometer maiked 10, but most of the 
others reported were two or three de- 
grees lower. Judge Brown's indicated 
21 below, the lowest in town. The 
correct figure, judging from signal 
office reports from other cities was 
probably about 12 degrees balow. 

In 1886 there were two severe 
spells that beat the present one. The 
last broke the record of many years.On 
Jan. 12 the record in this city by Mr. 
J. M. Hope's large and tested ther- 
mometer was 18 degrees below zsro. 
On Feb 5 of the same year, three 
days after the "big snow" 21 inches 
in depth, the mercury by the same 
thermomeUr registered 20 degrees 
below and Mr. Howe's spirit ther- 
mometer stood at 24. degrees below 
This was the 'cold Friday" that 
broke the record of a generation a I 
most. 

There was a cold spell on Jan. 5, 
1884, when the thermometers stood 
at 20 degrees below in exposed pla 
ces, several degrees colder than the 
weather of Inst week. 

It may as well be umbrstond now 
that the fruit of 1895 has gone the 
way the crop of 1894 went.

p°achee>, plums ann other tender 
fruits. In the years 1884 uud 1886 
ths trees did not even bloom and ma- 
ny trees wen killed. It may be that 
sjine hardier kinds of fruits are yet 
alive, but it ii well enough to remem 
ber that "Blessed is he who expects 
nothing, for he will not be dissp 
pointed.".

But from red to 
yellow the change sometimes occurs 
by a jump, so to speak, because 
it is going backward. The same 
thing seems to apply in the case of 
birds. Red and green species of birds 
may vary to yellow, but the utmost 
efforts of breeders to produce red 
canaries from yellow ones have only 
resulted in an orange hue. 

Although there is no relation appar- 
ent between the two phenomena, yet 
it is interesting, in connection with 
this subject, to recall the fact thai 
among ..^ stars certain colors appeal 
to characterize different itSffM 0 
change or evolution. Red stars, ac 
cord'ng to the testimony of the spec- 
troscope, differ widely in their consti- 
tution from white or yellow ones, and 
it has been thought that varying color 
may give a clew to progressive changes 
in the heavenly bodies. Sirius, lor ' 
stance, Is said to have changed from 
red to white, and some have suspected 
that Arcturus is fading from red 
ward yellow. Thus science, as it 
clears up one mystery, reveals anothei 
awaiting its turn to be solved. But if 
all knowledge could ever be attaiue " 
would it continue to be sought i 
eagerly as before?
